A High-Stakes Stalemate 

Budget plan may tilt 
political playing field, 
affect electoral politics 


Madison, Wis. 


The high-stakes fight in Wiscon- 
sin over union rights is about more 
than pay and benefits in the pub- 
lic sector. It could have far-reaching 
effects on electoral politics in this 
and other states by helping solidify 
Republican power for years, experts 
said Monday. 

While Republican Gov. Scott Walk- 
er’s plan to wipe out collective bargain- 
ing rights for most public employees 
has galvanized Democrats and union 
members in opposition, the GOP could 
benefit long-term by crippling a key 
source of campaign funding and vol- 
unteers for Democrats. 

“It would be a huge landscape- 
altering type of action, and it would 
tilt the scales significantly in favor of 
the Republicans,” said Mike McCabe, 
director of the Wisconsin Democra- 
cy Campaign, which has long tracked 
union involvement in Wisconsin elec- 
tions. “This is a national push, and 
it’s being simultaneously pushed in 
a number of states. I think Wiscon- 
sin is moving the fastest and most 
aggressively so far.” 

The National Education Associ- 
ation, which represents 3.2 million 
workers, said teachers’ collective bar- 



Walker: No Compromise 

Gov. Scott Walker says he won’t negotiate over 
his plan to strip most collective bargaining rights 
from nearly every public employee. Walker said 
at a news conference in his conference room in 
the Capitol on Monday afternoon that he won’t 
accept any compromises. Democrats and the 
unions say they would accept an increase in the 
cost of benefits, but not removal of collective bar- 
gaining rights. Walker rejects that idea, (ap)

‘Milestone’ in N.C. Case 


Investigation Continues 

Zahra Baker, who used a prosthetic leg 
and hearing aids after being stricken 
with cancer, disappeared four months ago. 
Police eventually found the girl’s remains 
in different locations across western North 
Carolina, and Zahra’s stepmother, Elisa Baker, 
told authorities that Zahra had been dismembered, according to warrants. 

But until Monday, nobody had been charged in Zahra’s death. Elisa Baker was 
charged with obstructing justice in the investigation by writing a fake ransom 
note that was found when the girl was reporting missing in October, (ap) 



Stepmother indicted 
on murder charge in 
disabled girl’s death 

Hickory, N.C. 

The stepmother of a 10 -year- old 
disabled girl was indicted Mon- 
day on a charge she murdered the 
child, and officials released the lat- 
est gruesome detail in the case of 
little, freckle-faced Zahra Baker: 
Her head is missing. 

0 Medical exam- 
iners said Zahra’s 
death was caused 
by “undetermined 
homicidal vio- 
lence.” An autop- 
sy was done even 
Elisa Baker though authorities 

haven’t recovered 

many bones, most notably the girl’s 
skull, months after she was report- 
ed missing. Several bones showed 
cutting tool marks consistent with 
dismemberment. 

The revelation came in docu- 
ments released by the state’s chief 
medical examiner shortly after 


officials in western North Caroli- 
na held a news conference about 
the second-degree murder charge. 
Authorities said Elisa Baker, 42, 
who has been jailed since the week- 
end the girl was reported missing, 
desecrated Zahra’s remains to cover 
up the slaying. 

Prosecutor James Gaither Jr. 
said at the news conference that 
there was no credible evidence to 
suggest anyone else was involved 
in Zahra’s slaying. Hickory Police 
Chief Tom Adkins called the mur- 
der charge “a milestone of holding 
someone accountable that members 
of team Zahra have been working 


toward since the first words spo- 
ken on that 911 call.” 

Attorneys for Elisa Baker did 
not return calls seeking comment 
Monday. Investigators would con- 
tinue to pursue leads until the trial 
begins, Adkins said. 

A search warrant unsealed last 
month said Elisa Baker led police 
to the places where they found 
Zahra’s remains. She claimed her 
husband, Adam Baker, dismem- 
bered the body. Adam Baker has 
denied that. 

Adam Baker is free on bond, fac- 
ing numerous charges not related 
to his daughter, (ap)

Brain Implants May Curb Illness 


Washington 

Call them brain pacemakers, tiny 
implants that hold promise for 
fighting tough psychiatric diseas- 
es — if scientists can figure out 
just where in all that gray matter 
to put them. 

Deep brain stimulation, or DBS, 
has proved a powerful way to block 
the tremors of Parkinson’s disease. 
Blocking mental illness isn’t near- 
ly as easy a task. 

But a push is on to expand 
research into how well these brain 
stimulators tackle the most severe 
cases of depression, obsessive-com- 
pulsive disorder and Tourette’s syn- 
drome — to know best how to use 
them before too many doctors and

patients clamor to try. 

“It’s not a light switch,” cau- 
tions Dr. Michael Okun of the 
University of Florida. Unlike with 
tremor patients, the psychiatric 
patients who respond to DBS tend 
to improve gradually. 

How does it work? Surgeons 
implant a wire deep in the brain. 
Tiny electrical jolts — running from 
a pacemaker-like generator near the 
collarbone up the neck to that elec- 


trode — disable overactive nerve 
cells to curb the shaking. 

Scientists figured out which 
spot to target based on surgery that 
sometimes helps worst-case Parkin- 
son’s patients by destroying patch- 
es of brain tissue. But with deep 
brain stimulation, the electrodes 
don’t destroy that tissue. The elec- 
trical signals can be adjusted or even 
turned off if they don’t help. 

There’s the rub: It’s not clear 
which spot is best for which psy- 
chiatric disease. In fact, two manu- 
facturers — Medtronic and St. Jude 
Medical — have begun major stud- 
ies of DBS’ effects on depression. 
Each places the implant in a differ- 
ent region, based on promising pilot

Pakistan-U.S. Standoff Deepens 


U.S. confirms man 
detained on charges 
of killing 2 is CIA 


Washington 

The American who fatally shot two 
men in Pakistan last month and 
who has been called a diplomat is 
a security contractor for the CIA 
who was part of a secret agency 
team operating out of a safe house 
in Lahore, U.S. officials said. 

The contractor, Raymond Davis, 
36, has been detained in Pakistan 
since his arrest. He has said he 
opened fire on two Pakistani men 
after they attempted to rob him. 

The disclosure compounds a 
standoff between the U.S. and Pak- 
istan at a time of growing distrust 
between them and complicates U.S. 
efforts to win Davis’ release. 

President Obama and other U.S. 
officials have called Davis a diplo- 
mat who was assigned to the U.S. 
consulate in Lahore, and said he is 
entitled to diplomatic immunity. 

The impact of the disclosure 
that Davis is a CIA employee “will 
be serious,” a U.S. official said.

From the Files 

Raymond Davis, 36, a former member of the U.S. Army Special Forces, has 
spent much of the past two years as part of a group of covert Ci A operatives 
whose mission appears to have centered on conducting surveillance of mili- 
tant groups. He was hired as a contract employee of the Ci A’s Global Response 
Staff, a unit responsible for providing security for agency employees and fa- 
cilities. U.S. officials said that Davis had previously been employed by Xe Ser- 
vices, the security firm once known as Blackwater. Davis and his wife run a Las 
Vegas-registered company called Hyperion Protective Services. The address 
for its headquarters is a mailbox at a UPS store in a strip mall, (twp/ap) 


“I think it’s going to make it a 
hell of a lot harder to get him out,” 
said the official. “I think ISI knows 
what this guy is, but I think this 
is just going to inflame the Pak- 
istanis.” 

ISI is the acronym for Pakistan’s 
spy service, the Inter-Services Intel- 
ligence directorate. 

The Washington Post learned 
of Davis’ CIA affiliation after his 
arrest but agreed not to publish 
the information at the request of 
U.S. officials, who cited concern 
for Davis’ safety if his true employ- 
ment status were disclosed. 

Those officials withdrew the 
request not to publish on Monday 
after news organizations identified 
Davis as a CIA employee, and after 
the U.S. made a final attempt to 
push Pakistan to release Davis or 
move him to a safer facility. 

Davis had been moved to a sec- 
tion of the jail where the guards’ 
guns had been taken away “for fear 
that one of them may kill him,” a 
U.S. official said Monday, adding 
that dogs were tasting or smell- 
ing food given to Davis “to make 
sure it doesn’t contain poison.”

Egypt seeks freeze 
on foreign funds of 
ex-leader and family 

Cairo 

Egypt’s top prosecutor request- 
ed on Monday the freezing of the 
foreign assets of ousted president 
Hosni Mubarak and his family, 
state TV announced. 

Security officials said that the 
prosecutor general asked the For- 
eign Ministry to contact countries 
around the world so they can freeze 
his assets abroad. The president’s 
domestic assets were frozen after 
he stepped down, they added. 

The freeze applies to Muba- 
rak, his wife, his two sons and two 
daughters-in-law, officials said. 

The announcement came as 
British Prime Minister David Cam- 
eron arrived in Cairo, the first visit 
by a world leader since Mubarak’s 
ouster on Feb. 11. Cameron said 
he would talk to those in charge 
to ensure “this really is a genuine 
transition” to civilian rule. 

Egypt has so far asked for asset 
freezes of a top businessman and 
former ruling party official, as well 
as four former Cabinet ministers.

A key element in any plan is 
including spending money for each 
partner that need not be accounted 
for to the penny.

Agree on Goals 

The temptation to overspend is 
stronger if you don’t have a set of 
goals to work toward together. Cle- 
ments advises couples to sit down 
and discuss what to save for — and 
to be as specific as possible. 

Agreeing on a date to target 
for retirement, for example, may 
not provide as much incentive as 
mapping out what you hope to do 
and where you want to live. “Make 
that dream of retirement as spe- 
cific as possible,” Clements said. 
“That will provide the motivation 


to save. Nebulous goals aren’t as 
motivating.” 

Make Sure It Works 

Putting together a plan is only the 
first step. Just as important is tak- 
ing time to make sure the agree- 
ment works on a regular basis. 

One good opportunity to have 
a discussion or go over financial 
goals is tax time, especially if you’re 
filing a joint tax return. 

“Just because somebody is 
always paying the utility bill and 
somebody is always paying the 
mortgage doesn’t mean you stop 
talking about what that utility 
bill is like or whether you should 
refinance the mortgage,” said 
Kristy Archuleta, co-director of 
the personal financial planning 
clinic at Kansas State University.

Gadhaf i’s Power in Peril 


Libya’s ‘puppetmaster’ 
is unlikely to relinquish 
his four-decade reign 
without a brutal fight 

Cairo 

For more than four decades, Moammar Gad- 
hafi was the face of Libya. He withstood 
international isolation and U.S. airstrikes, 
managing to claw his way back to a degree 
of acceptance by the global community. 

Now, the ultimate survivor is confronted 
by the biggest threat to his rule from a pop- 
ular rebellion. The anti-government battles 
that have reportedly left more than 200 peo- 
ple dead in the past week will indelibly alter 
Libya’s political landscape. If Gadhafi is top-

system in Libya —thanks to the very system 
he set up — and the absence of any kind of 
established opposition bloc, leaves open the 
question of who could fill the vacuum. 

Egypt and Tunisia had well-established — 
but corruption-plagued — governing insti- 
tutions that allowed for a smoother transi- 
tion and rebuilding of the nation. 

Not so in Libya, where Gadhafi holds 
no official role in government. The so- 
called “jamahiriya” system that he set up 
is designed to give the appearance of a gov- 
ernment, with a series of People’s Commit- 
tees and People’s Congresses. 

In reality, it’s a system whose sole purpose 
is to ensure that power stays in the hands of 
the Arab world’s longest-serving leader. 

While former Egyptian president Hosni 
Mubarak “was playing tennis in Sharm el- 
Sheik, Gadhafi ... spent his time building up 
his power base,” said Jon Marks, a Libya expert 
with London-based Cross-border Information.

An Ominous Scene 

Security forces appeared to be preparing a major assault in Tripoli 
to try to crush unrest that has swept eastern parts of the country 
and was overwhelming the capital of 2 million people. Warplanes 
swooped low over the city in the evening, and snipers took up posi- 
tion on roofs, apparently to stop people from outside the capital 
from joining the march, said Mohammed Abdul-Malek, a London- 
based opposition activist in touch with residents. At sunset, pro-

U.S. Response 

The White House said Monday it's analyz- 
ing the speech by Moammar Gadhafi's son, Saif 
al-lslam Gadhafi, to determine whether it has 
possibilities for democratic changes in Libya. 
Gaddafi’s son and heir apparent declared in a 
televised speech that the North African nation 
could fall into anarchy if his father was ousted. 
Meanwhile, the State Department has ordered 
all embassy family members and non-emer- 
gency personnel to depart Libya as Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton condemned 
the violence against protesters, (ap) 


“Every time you look at the different strands of 
Libyan society ... you see that there’s one pup- 
petmaster, and it’s Gadhafi,” he said. 

But deep cracks opened in Gadhafi’s 
regime Monday, with government officials at 
home and abroad resigning, air force pilots 
defecting and a major government building 
ablaze after clashes in the capital of Tripoli. 
Amid reports he feld to Venezuela, Gadhafi 
said in a video that he was still in Libya. 

Tripoli was largely shut down Monday, 
with schools, government offices and most 
stores closed, except for a few bakeries, 
said residents, who hunkered down in their 
homes. Armed members of pro-government 
organizations called Revolutionary Commit- 
tees hunted for protesters in Tripoli’s old city, 
said one protester named Eathi. 

Members of the militia occupied the city 
center, and no one was able to walk in the 
street, said one resident who lived near Green 
Square, describing a “very, very violent” situ- 
ation. “We know that the regime is reaching 
its end, and Libyans are not retreating,” the 
resident said. “People have a strange deter- 
mination after all that happened.” (ap)

A federal judge last week took a step 
toward resolving a dispute between 
Metro and its largest workers union, 
indicating he believes that an arbitra- 
tion board’s opinion violated a federal 
statute, Metro said.

Brown May Return SUV 


D.C. Council chair 
regrets deal for luxury

Washington 

D.C.’s new council chairman is 
seeking to return a luxury SUV 
the city leased for him after crit- 
icism over its cost, according to a 
Washington radio station. 

WTOP-FM reports that Traci 
Hughes, a spokeswoman for D.C. 
Council Chairman Kwame Brown, 
says Brown is looking into the 
“financial feasibility of returning 
the SUV.” The vehicle costs about 
$1,965 per month to lease. 

The Washington Post report- 
ed Sunday that e-mails obtained 
through Freedom of Information 
Act requests showed Brown asked 
for a fully loaded Lincoln Nav- 


igator. It also reported the city 
is paying for two leases because 
the first vehicle leased for Brown 
didn’t have the black interior he 
wanted.

Brown said last week in an 
interview that he had asked only 
for a “black- on-black SUV” and 
regrets the whole affair. 

Brown said he accepts “full 
responsibility” for the situation. 
“Believe me, I want nothing more 
[than] to be out of this particular 
truck, and it’s unfortunate that 
the contract is written in a way we 
can’t get out of it,” he said. 

In addition to Brown’s two Nav- 
igators, the District is leasing a 
pair of luxury vehicles for Mayor 
Vincent C. Gray. 

William Howland, the District’s 
director of public works under three 
mayors, said in an interview that 
he was not aware of any previous 
council chairman-elect’s request- 
ing personal use of a city vehicle.

Roasted “Black Swan” Legs & 

Seasonal Vegetables

Don’t worry, not a single, ultra-rare black swan is used in 
this recipe. The lean, flavor-packed Muscovy duck stars in 
this health-conscious show-stopper. We can’t guarantee that 
you’ll be able to do a pirouette after eating it, but you’re wel- 
come to give it a whirl. 

Ingredients 

» 4 duck legs, 

» 4 duck wings (optional), if reserved from duck; 
chicken leg quarters can be substituted for duck 
a 2 large carrots (3/4 pound), peeled and cut into 
1 1/2-inch pieces 

» 8 small new potatoes (3/4 pound) 

» 8 baby turnips, trimmed and cut into quarters 
» 8 baby beets (1/2 pound) or parsnips, peeled, 
quartered or sliced 

a 4 ribs celery (1/2 pound), cut into 1 1/2-inch pieces 
» 4 shallots, peeled and separated 
» 4 heads garlic, 1/3 of the top trimmed off 
» 4 tsp olive oil 

» 4 tbsp mixed chopped herbs, such as rosemary, 
thyme, oregano and/or parsley, sea salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 

» 1 cup duck stock, chicken stock or white wine

Make a Marathon Worth More

Charity partners help 
runners face a dual 
challenge: 26.2 miles 
and a fundraising goal 

Races 

Registration for the Marine Corps 
Marathon (Marinemarathon.com) 
opens Wednesday, and chances are, 
it’ll sell out by this weekend. But 
even if you’re not speedy to sign 
up, that doesn’t mean you can’t 
score a bib, says Marc Goldman, 
MCM sponsorship and market- 
ing manager. Once the individual 
slots are taken, the race still wel- 
comes runners looking to cham- 
pion a cause. 

“It’s a personal statement, dedi- 
cating your run to something great- 
er than yourself,” says Goldman, 
who notes that one in five partic- 
ipants laces up in support of an 
official charity partner. Team in 
Training (Teamintraining.org), 
the 22-year-old program that ben- 
efits the Leukemia and Lymphoma 
Society, and the Semper Fi Fund 
(Semperfifund.org), which rais- 


es money for injured servicemen 
and servicewomen, field the larg- 
est groups of runners. But there 
are a total of 65 charities that are 
linked with the race, so participants 
have a chance to support a range 
of causes, from land mine remov- 
al to malaria eradication. 

One new option this year: Team 
to End AIDS (T2ea.com). It’s filling 
the shoes left by the National AIDS 


Marathon Program, which ended in 
2006. “People are very connected 
to the cause,” says national direc- 
tor Mike Dilbeck. That’s impor- 
tant because signing on with a 
charity means you now face two 
goals instead of just one — run- 
ning 26.2 miles and raising a sig- 
nificant amount of dough. 

Fundraising minimums vary by 
charity, but they start at a couple 


hundred dollars and extend into 
the thousands. Raising that much 
cash may seem daunting. “But it’s 
often the easiest part,” says Shelby 
Gosnell, marketing coordinator for 
Team in Training. Programs work 
with participants to set up dona- 
tion websites, which are especial- 
ly handy for folks who are too shy 
to solicit friends face to face. Plus, 
they’ll help organize fundraising 
events, such as happy hours and 
speed-dating nights. 

So, that makes the harder half 
the running, but programs try to 
ease the pain on that end, too. Dil- 
beck says T2 is striving to make the 
distance as intimidation-free as pos- 
sible by offering regular workshops, 
hands-on coaching and weekly 
group runs (in four area locations). 
“Anyone can train on their own, but 
it’s a lot more difficult,” Dilbeck says.

Not based in D.C., or travel too 
much to make it to regular runs? 
Some programs plan for those 
circumstances, too. Team Fish- 
er House (Teamfisherhouse.org), 
which runs in support of mili- 
tary families, has members scat- 
tered around the globe. But they 
come together through an online 
training program that’s regularly 
updated by their coach. And when 
race weekend comes around, says 
founder Cathy Cabrey, there’s no 
doubt they have team spirit. Vol- 
unteers along the sidelines cheer 
for their members as they dash 
by in bright yellow shirts. “If you 
hear cowbells, that’s Team Fisher 
House,” Cabrey brags. That sure 
sounds more fun than sprinting

When it comes to stretching before a run, research 
is mixed about whether it could help or hurt 
your performance. But a new study shows that 
in terms of preventing injuries, whatever you’re 
doing now — whether you stretch or not — might 
be your best strategy. That’s because runners are 
less prone to injury if they simply stick to their 
routine, according to new research presented at 
the 2011 Annual Meeting of the American Acad- 
emy of Orthopaedic Surgeons. 

The scientists set out to determine whether 
stretching prevents or contributes to injuries in 
runners. So they split up more than 3,000 peo- 
ple — each typically logged at least 10 miles per 
week — into two different groups. 

The first group’s pre-run routine consisted of 
about five minutes of hamstring, calf and quad

To Stretch or Not to Stretch? 


Research 


stretches — not a comprehensive warm-up, study 
authors concede, but a normal one. The other peo- 
ple just, well, hit the ground running. Surprising- 
ly, the scientists found that after three months, 
about 16 percent of the runners in each group 
ended up with at least one injury. (On average, it 
took the athletes three days to recover.) 

But perhaps the most unexpected part of the 
study was that the people who were most like- 
ly to hurt themselves (excluding heavier run- 
ners and people with a previous injury) were 
the ones who changed their routine to comply 
with the study. 

The people who started stretching 
because the scientists told them 
to were 22 percent more likely to 
injure themselves than those who 
had always stretched. Likewise, those 
who were told to skip the stretches 


were 40 percent more likely to get hurt if they 
were changing their routine, compared with peo- 
ple who never did it in the first place. 

So, why is this? No one knows — not even 
the researchers. Your muscles get used to run- 
ning in a certain way, says study author Dan 
Pereles. So, any change in your routine 
could contribute to injury, leigh

A Tight Squeeze 

Learn tourniquet technique to be ready for ennergencies 



Injured and in a bind? This DIY 
trick could save your limb and spare 
your life — but you’d better get it right. 
All you need is elothing or a belt. 


1 KNOW YOUR WOUND 

“Even for arterial wounds, applying direct pressure 
can slow or stop bleeding in the vast nnajority of cases," 
says ennergency physician David Ross. “But in those very 
rare instances where nothing else will stop the bleeding, 
you nnay need to use a tourniquet." 


2 FIND TOURNIQUET MATERIAL 

“Wider is better because it spreads out the pressure 
and causes less traunna to the tissues," says parannedic 
Connie Meyer of the National Association of Ennergency 
Medical Technicians. So, undo your belt or tear your 
shirt lengthwise, and fold it instead of rolling it. 

Better yet, inflate the cuff of a blood-pressure 
nnonitor until you don't feel a pulse or the 
bleeding slows. “This is what we use in our 
annbulances," Meyer says. 


and retighten it," Ross says. (If it's a shoulder or groin in- 
jury, there's no good location. Apply direct pressure.) 


4 HE AD TO A HOSPITAL 

Tissues start to die fronn lack of blood in four to six 
hours. The longer the tourniquet is on, the greater your 
chance of losing a linnb. 


5 WATCH THE CLOCK 

If you're approaching that four-hour nnark and no- 
where near help, loosen the tourniquet slightly for a few 
minutes at a time, being careful not to allow the blood to 
start flowing at full speed. This will allow some blood back 
into the tissues and may save your limb, (reprinted with

Darkest ‘Romance’ 

Darkest Hour might be D.C.’s most 
successful metal band, but its last re- 
cord, 2009's “The Eternal Return," is 
among the District's all-time angriest 
punk albums. The turmoil was caused 
by internal band struggles, from los- 
ing guitarist Kris Norris to issues with 
Victory Records. 

But with better control over its 
future, a new label for the very strong 
“The Human Romance" (eOne Music) 
and the full integration of guitarist

Whether or not you consider it God, 
Radiohead is in the details. 

For more than a decade, the quin- 
tet have been championed as the 
most innovative band on the planet, 
turning rock ’n’ roll’s bombast inside 
out, building songs with incalculable 
layers, nooks and crannies. 

No wonder the band’s post-mil- 
lennial dominance coincides with 


the age of the earbud, a time when 
we plug our music directly into our 
heads. 


The band wants us to listen to 
its elegant and quietly pleasing 
new album, “The King of Limbs,” 
very closely.

for MP3 files on its website. Physical 
versions are due out this spring. 

“Bloom,” the first of the album’s 
eight songs, opens with a looping 
piano phrase worthy of Philip Glass 
and a drum kit suffering from a fit of 
hiccups. “Open your mouth wide,” 
singer Thom Yorke mewls at the 
onset. “A universe inside.” 

Like so many Radiohead songs 
before it, this one bristles with ner- 
vous anticipation. But the big melod- 
ic payload never arrives. Instead, del- 
icate melodies course through this 
song — and most of the others on 
“The King of Limbs” — like little 
breezes. We’re left waiting — and in 
many cases, longing — for the big, 
fat, arena-thrilling gusts. 

This may be a band forever 
destined to bemoan the universe 
— something that’s made Radio- 
head’s music more and more fatigu- 
ing since it issued its twin master- 
pieces, 1997’s “OK Computer” and 
2000’s“KidA.” 

But with “The King of Limbs,” 
the band displays such confidence 
and grace in its digital-age fuss- 
iness, its hard to take your ear- 
buds out after one listen. It all just 
sounds too luscious. It’s not a thrill- 
er, but it’s an album worth explor- 
ing and re-exploring — until the 
next one drops out of the sky.

What Watson 
Really Means 


Go inside the battle 
of man vs. machine 
with ‘Final Jeopardy' 

Book Review 

Plenty of observers have weighed in 
on Watson, the computer that IBM 
built and programmed to play the 
quiz show “Jeopardy!” Few have 
done it better than Stephen Baker, 
author of “Final Jeopardy: Man vs. 
Machine and the Quest to Know 
Everything” (Houghton Mifflin 
Harcourt, $24). 

Baker, formerly the senior tech- 
nology writer for Businessweek, got 
behind the scenes at IBM to watch 
a team of scientists and engineers 
create a machine to compete in 
the beloved half-hour nerd-fest of 
answers and questions hosted by 
Alex Trebek. 

David Ferrucci, the chief scien- 
tist on the team that developed Wat- 
son — named for IBM’s founder — 
understood that no matter how fast 
the machine was, or how many facts 
they crammed into its database, 
humans like Jennings stiH possessed 
skills no one had been able to engi- 
neer with much success. 

“Any “Jeopardy’ machine they 
built would struggle mightily to 
master language and common sense 


— areas that come as naturally to 
humans as breathing,” Baker writes. 
“On the positive side, it wouldn’t suf- 
fer from nerves.” 

Baker goes easy on the hard sci- 
ence behind Watson, referring read- 
ers to scholarly journals for techno- 
logical details. Instead, he plays up 
the skirmishes that break out at the 
^ border between 
I person and pro- 
I cessor.

. image: any fail- 
ure by Watson 
could damage the brand. “Jeopar- 
dy!” had its own concerns: It couldn’t 
allow the lightning-quick Watson to 
buzz in on every clue, steamrolling 
his human rivals. The solution: Wat- 
son got a mechanical thumb. 

Baker’s last chapter gives details 
of the broadcast not apparent to the 
TV audience, including the reason 
Watson answered a question about 
U.S. cities with “Toronto.” 

In the end, Watson wiped the floor 
with his opponents, Ken Jennings 
and Brad Rutter. Not only because 
he was knowledgeable, but because 
he was, after all, a machine: “It was 
its buzzer that killed us,” Rutter said.

One year removed from the “Amer- 
ican Idol” judges table, Kara Dio- 
Guardi is ready for a hectic 2011: the 
songwriter will perform, release an 
autobiography, star in a Bravo real- 
ity show, and spend time writing 
new material with artists such as 
Carrie Underwood.

Written in the second half 
of 2010, the book delves into Dio- 
Guardi’s personal life by treating 
the songs she’s penned as pieces 
of her history. 

“Every chapter is a song, and 
it’s not exactly telling you about 
the song but how it came out of my 
life,” she says. 

After the book release, DioGuar- 
di will once again appear as a reali- 
ty TV judge on “Platinum Hit,” Bra- 
vo’s songwriting competition set to 
premiere in June. 

As for the new, revamped “Idol,” 
DioGuardi says she can’t give an 
informed opinion on the show. 

“I haven’t seen it. I probably 
will tune in when it goes live,” 
she says.
